Dear Sir,— I (int wisli to point out 
that thit letter la a«t wrlttea in the 
■pirtt of daatraetlTa erttlelaia, but 
rather with the aim af clearing cer- 
tain point! brought up in an editorial 
pabllahtd ias tha "McOill Daily," oA

of "Worry." Thla sfticla hai more or 
laia defeated ita owe purpoaa, la that, 
althaiiih It caadaMSd vary tharougb- 
ly every form ot tbat' particular state 
of mind, it has caused a considerable 
amount of worry as to its .truth in the 
mlada of eeHain Ui tha student body, 
Naturally, Ilka many good things, 
worry In excess is probably a detri- 
meat to the proper functioning of the 
mtad, aad it wtii be my point to show 
Ifeet it uiad la modération it U a 
Mghlp offlelaat atlmulai to aeatal 
aatlTlty. 

New let na caasider worry, as It is 
rather nnisuely classified in the 
editorial. In tha first class waa men- 
tloaed worry oTtr tha paat. sad this 
was shown la rather confusing terme 
I to be absolutely useless; yet, if we 
, think about It a little while, we clearly 
I see that most ot our Miatakci in the 
I put are not irreparable, sad evldeatly 
a moderate amouat of worry over past 
errors will stimulate our miada to 
find a way of modifying their results 
or even aatiraly nullifying the error 
itself. In this connection we must 
onsider the close connection of worry 
over paat mistakes and conscience, 
Few people without any conscience are, 
particularly popular in our modem 
eoclety. 

As regards worry over the future, 
there can be no doubt that if it is In 
moderation. It w|ll then stimulate our 
mind to forethought, which, I think, is 
uaquMttonably of some advanUge. If 
we Imagine every possible obstacle 
which may confront us, in good time, 
«ur brain la then able to think out 
mathoda ot overcoming them ih else 
we actually meet them In the course 
ot evenu which follow. 

Of course, tt we sU possaased a per. 
fact menUlity, running m a normal 
oowraa of thought, we wouM need nt) 
stimulus of any kind, but unfortunste- 
ly this is not the case. Personally 
have fouud that a moderate amount of 
worry has often times asviated in stim- 
ulating the menUI activity neceasary 
to pasB those abnormal proceedings 
at the end of tho year ktaown as ex- 
aminations.

The one we are in at 'pre 
sent consists of a dozen bousea sur 
rounded by mud, manure Tind filth, 
The hoMM are all tog structures 
with huge brick and clay oven- ar 
rangements in tbem for stoves. They 
heat the houses very effectively,, buj 
the heat' is so dry as to 'be almost 
unbearable, and there Is no means af 
ventilation. All windows are nailrd 
up. 

"The country i« covered . with pine, 
spruce, cedar and fir aa tar as one can 
see, and the ground is swampy. All 
our tranaport work is done by p a 
sanls, who attach themselves to us 
with their horseii and droskl'. or 
':art9. I have about thirty of th^O 
miserable specimens; of bumaaitriW 
tached to me. They bwit around In 
bunches ready to pounce upon a cig- 
arette bull whirh anyone may throw 
away.
